The committee wants ail the detalls 
of the proposed exposition, including all 
éspcrditures proposed to be made, just how 
and for what they are tu be made, and the 
estimated receipts. Bach memter of the 
committee individually announced himselt 
in favor of making a provision for a hand- 
some government building and exhibit. 
befcre making a report they wanted 
all the connection with the pro- 
exposition as well as the facts in 
what sort of an exhibit the gov- 
ernment should make and the estimated 
ecst of the same. The Atlanta committee- 
men are now at work preparing this. They 
are assisted by the department officials 
who were stationed at Chicago during the 
world’s fair. 
A Splendid Idea. 

Colonel Livingston, who is devoting all 
his time to this matter, proposed in the 
ecmmittee this morning that, the govera- 
ment building at the worid’s fair be tuken 
down and removed to Atlanta. He sent for 
Mr. F. T. Bickford, who was secretary of 
the board of managers of the government 
exhibit at the world’s fair. Mr. Bickford 
estimated the buildings which had cost 
$100,000, could be taken down, removed to 
Atlanta and rebuilt on the exposition 
grounds there fer very much less than $100,- 
0. The frame work of the builling is of 
jron, which cin be easily taken down and 
removed. He estimated that a privaie par- 
ty could do the work for $50,009... The build- 
ing could taken down for $15,000, trans- 
ported to Atlanta for $10,000 and rebuilt for 
$25,000. But of course it would cost the 
government more than an individual. Mr.

He thinks that building will be sufficiently 
large to devote much space in it for the 
negro exhibit. The committee looks upon 
the preposition with favor. The members 
think it feasible, but will await reports 
from the architects and others as to the 
advisability and cost of moving the build- 
nz. Indeed, everything is woking for the 
exposition and it is practically a’ settled 
fact now that the government will partici- 
pate in it. 

Wormwood for the Cuckoos.

Asks to Be Reimbursed. 

Cslonel C. LP. Goodyear, of Brunswick, 
‘appeared before the senate committee cn 
commerce today. He asked to be reimburs- 
ed in the sum of $50,000, the amount he 
has already exnended in removing the bar 
at Brunswick harbor. He also asked that 
the government agree to give him $30,000 
for the next foot of depth he sccures in 
his work upon the bar, $40,000 for the sec- 
ond foot, $50,000 for the third, $60,000 for 
the fourth and $75,000 for the fifth. The 
committee heard Colonel Goodyear for two 
hours. Senators Gordon and Walsh and 
Representatives Turner and Cabaniss were 
With him. 
Taking Early Action 

The prospect for early action on the tariff 
is growing more hopeful.

There has been some talk among the 
democratic senators in favor of adopting a 
cloture rule, by which a final vote can soon 
be reached. But the democratic leaders 
don’t want this. It will rob them of their 
power and they don't believe it necessary 
to bring about a vote. Indeed the leaders 
are now of the same opinion as Senator 
Brice. They believe a final vote will soon 
become a law before the Ist of August.

PASSED THE HOUSE. 
The Agricultural Appropriation Bill 
Passes With a Few Amendments. 

Washington, May 17.—A house bill was 
passed repealing section 9 of the<act of 1890, 
governing the display of lights and signals 
on vessels at sea, with a view to preventing 
collisions. Committees were called for re- 
ports after which the house, in committee of 
the whole, with Mr. Richardson, of Tennes- 
see, in the chair, proceeded to the further 
consideration of the agricultural appropria- 
tion bill. 

On motion of Mr. Hatch, a provision was 
inserted punishing, by fine or imprisonment, 
or both, the publishing of false reports pur- 
porting to be weather bureau reports, or 
the unauthorized use of the weather bureau 
signals. 

On motion of Mr. Stone, democrat, of 
Kentucky, an announcement was inserted 
authorizing the secretary of agriculture to 
arrange with the postmaster general for the 
display of the weather bureau signals upon 
the cars and other vehicles used for the 
transportation of the mails. 

These are the only chenges of interest 
made in the bill, which was then reported 
to the house and passed. 


GREENVILLE FALLS I N LINE. 


Resolutions Adopted Endorsing the 
Atlanta Exposition. 
Greenville, S. C., May 17.—(Special.)—The 
special commissioner, I. W. Avery, brought 
before the city council of Greenville today 
the Atlanta exposition. and the following 
resolutions were unanimously passed with 

enthusiasm: 
resolved, By the Greenville. S. C., city 
council,, that it gives an unqualified en- 
dorsement to the Cotton States and Inter- 
national exposition to be held at Atlanta, 
Ga., the last four months of 1895, and’ sees 
in its object to secure for the United States 
the commerce of the South American con- 
tinent which chiefly gives to Europe a bene- 
fit of national scope and a trade movement 
for the interest of every port of our union. 
“Resolved, That the state of South Cuaro- 
lina has a special interest in the results of 
this timely and practical exposition from the 
important fact that Charleston, one of the 
oldest seaports of the union does a large 
foreign trade and that in Port Royal she has 
the best harbor of the south, and that now 
a reguiar steamship line is steadily drawing 
business from the south and west for for- 
eign lands through this imperial harbor to 
be strengthened by this project. 
“‘Resoived, That in our judgment South 
Carolina should make a full and typical ex- 
hibit of her splendid native advantages and 
varied products. 
“Resolved, That we earnestly request our 
national senators and representatives to 
Support the bill before congress for govern- 
mant aid and an exhibit, and that a copy 
of these resolutions be sent to each one 
with the request that they be brought be- 
fore the proper committee.” 


SCOTT MAY GET OUT. 

His Friends Are Making Bond—New 
Oil Mill for Meridian. 
Meridian, Miss., May 17.—(Special.)\—Dud- 
ley Scott. one of the young men committed 
to jail several weeks ago in default of 
$10,000 bond, had a hearing before Chancellor 
Houston under a writ of habeas corpus 
and the bond was reduced to $2,500. The 
most of this has been, subscribed and it 
is thought the balance will be raised in a 
few days and Scott will be released from 
custody. Belk, an accomplice of Scott’s, 
is still in jail and his friends are making 

no efforts to raise bond for him. 

Negotiations have been conducted for some 
time past through the Young Men’s Busi- 
ness League with Mr. E. Cahn, represent- 
ing large northern capitalists for the loca- 
tion of a large cotton oil mill at this place, 
and their successful consummation is an- 
nounced today. The mill will have a ca- 
pacity of 100 tons per day and will be in 
perfect running order by September st. 
Meridian has already one of the largest oil 
mills in the south, but the new mill will be 
operated independent of any combination 
with other mills. 


MOSBY AT HIS OLD HOME. 


Iie Stops to Look at the House Where 
He Lived. 


Bristol, Tenn., May 17.—(Special.)\—Genera] 
John 8S. Mosley, the famous guerrilla chief, 
stated here today that he is not a candidate 
for the presidency. He was en route from 
Washington to San Francisco. Colone] 
Mosley stopped here to look at the old house 
where he lived in war times. 

“The hardest fight of the war for me,”’ 
said he, ‘‘was telling my wife and children 
goodby.”’ 

He captured 6,000 federals and mints of 
property during the war. He came very 
near capturing’ Grant at one time. They 
became great friends after the war. The 
guerrilla was Grant’s minister to China. 
Three books have been written about 
Mosley. 
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SUFFERING FOR FOOD. 


Whites on the Sea Islands Are Said 
to Be Destitute. 
Columbia, S. C., May 17.—(Special.)—Gov- 
ernor Tillman today received a letter from 
Bluffton township, Beaufort county, describ- 
ing a terrible state of destitution among 
the white people of the township who suf- 
fered from the storm last August. The let- 
ter states that 150 families including 600 
people are now actually suffering for bread. 
The explanations given is that the funds 
and provisions contributed with the excep- 
tion of $300 were dealt-out by the Red Cross 
Society to the negroes exclusively. An ap-

SWEPT BY A CYCLONE. 
Seren Persons Killed and ,Over Fifty 
Houses Demolshed. 

Bryan, O., May 17.—The village of Kun- 
kel, in Williams county, was almost en- 
tirely destroyed by a cyclone this after- 
noon. Seven lives are known to have been 
lost; thirty pefsons were injured, some of 
them fatally, and more than fifty houses 
were demolished. Kunkel is a town of about 
300 inhabitants, in the extreme northwestern 
part of the state, on the Detroit and Lo- 
gansport branch of. the Wabash railway. 
Montpelier, O., the nearest telegraph sta- 
tion, is closed for the night and there is no 
telegraphic communication between Isryan, 
the county seat, and Kunkel. 


Dismissed Riker’s Case. 

Weshington, May 17.—The court of ap- 
peals of the District of Columbia, has dis- 
missed the case of Carroll L. Riker, of Chi- 
cago, against Secretary Carlisle, to compel 
him to sell to Riker $50,000,000 of bonds. It 
will be recalled that Riker’s offer was not 
considered by Secretary Carlisle when the 
new bond issue was apporuoned out in last 
February.

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BRIBERY CHARGED. 


The Senate Has to Order an Investiga- 
tion of the Reports. 


SUGAR TROST SHARKS ARE SUSPECTED 


Lobbying Has Been Evident and It 
Has Been Bold. 


IN CLOSE TOUCH WITH THE SENATORS 


Notbing Is Likely to Come Out of This 
Investigation, for Committees Usually 
Whitewash Their Fellow Members. 


Washington, May 17.—(Special.)—The sen- 
ate has at last decided to investigate 
every charge that has been made against 
members of that body. The Lodge resolu- 
tion to investigate charges of attempted 
bribery of senators was amended this morn- 
ing to include everything and was adopted 
unanimously. It provides to investigate the 
influence of the sugar trust on the forma- 
tion of the tariff bill and further to investi- 
gate the charges that senators have been 
speculating in sugar stock. This latter 
would perhaps catch a lot of them if it 
were probed to the bottom, but that is 
not probable. 

The committee to ‘do the investigating 
will be composed of five senators. They 
will have their hands more than full and 
it may take them several months to report. 
But while the investigation is going on 
the reading public will learn much that 
will interest it. The committee will find 
itself confronted with’ a herculean task 
to get at the facts concerning the sugar 
trust and its influence on legislation. 

Congressional committees have always 
found it difficult to force the attendance of 
witnesses. Doubtless there are New York | 
bankers and brokers who could tell much, 
but it is not probable that they will. The 
men who have been on the inside of the 
sugar deal could possibly ‘make some 
astonishing revelations, but they may not. 
As a matter of fact, the committee will 
probably devote most of its time to investi- 
gating the fellow C. W. Butts, who is said 
to have attempted to bribe Senators Hun- 
ton and Kyle. They will probably find that 
he did talk through his hat to these sen- 
ators, but they will find that he is a 
thoroughly irresponsible character. Ags to 
the sugar trust and the influence it has had 
upon the formation of the tariff bill and 
as to the speculations of.senators in its 
stock, if the committee fails to report that 
all such rumors and charges are groundless 
it will break the record of congressional in- 
vestigations. There is no way for the 
committee to get at these things unless 
the people want to tell and those inter- 
ested do not usually tell anything. Howev- 
er, the investigation by the committee may 
develop some interesting facts in regard to 
how tariff bills are drafted. 

Made a Sensation. 

The publication this week in some of 
the northern papers of an alleged exposure 
of the sugar trust’s manipulations in pro- 
tecting its interests, has created a great 
sensation. It has stirred the senators them- 
This article makes bold charges, 
implicating the white house and all the 
cabinet members but one. This is said to be 
its weak point. It is stated that the sugar 
trust gave $500,000 to the democratic cam- 
paign fund in 1892. 

After telling of Havemeyer’s demand that 
the trust should be protected and of Mr. 
Carlisle's visit to the senate 
finance committee room one day 
and urging that the trust be cared for, 
the article goes on to Say: 

“The pressure upon the west end of Penn- 
sylvania avenue was not confined to a sin- 
gle member of the administration, Mr. La- 
ment; it touched every member of the cabi- 
net, with one exception, and it, of course, 
reached Mr. Cleveland, finding him not re- 
luctant. The trust sent Senator Brice him- 
self to the president. He found that Mr. 
Cleveland was not irresponsive, but cordial 
and earnest in his response to a suggestion. 

“Mr. Cleveland took, in that interview, 
nothing but the political and partisan view. 
He did not particularize, of course, the su- 
gar trust, but he expressed annoyance over 
the tendency in the senate, dissatisfaction 
with the Wilson bill, admitted that mis- 
takes were being made and pledges vio- 
lated, and spoke of the loss of support to 
the democratic party. which would be oc- 
casioned by the passage of such a bill as 
the sub-committee of the senate were re- 
ported to be considering. There were other 
evidences that this purely political and par- 
tisan pressure was being brought to bear. 
Senator McPherson revealed it. It has not 
been told hitherto how he, upon one occa- 
sion in the presence of the democratic metn- 
bers of the finance committee, stormed and 
raved, going almost’ into a frenzy of pas- 
sion, intimating that the party wus pre- 
pared to stab the me~ who saved it, and at 
last, in the fury -: his indignation, turned 
and left the revm. 

Havermeyer Jumps on Him, 

“When the bill was before the sub-com- 
mittee of the finance committee of the sen- 
ate some of the officers and managers of 
the suzar trust established themselves in 
WasPington, being in New York « part of 
the time and in Washington at frequent 
intervals. Upon one occasion there were 
gathered in a room in a Washington listel 
Mr. Havemeyer, Senator Brice, Senator 
Smith, of New Jersey; “Brice’s Terreil,”’ 
and one other man whose name it may be 
worth while to withhold for the present. 
At that interview Mr, Havemeyer «displayed 
a great deal of indignation. He rebuked 
Senator Brice for failing to secure such. in- 
fluence in the senate as the sugar pecple 


selves. 


expected him to secure. He turned to Sen- 
ator Smith and asked him bluntly, almcst , 
brusquely, what he was going to do to} 
maintain the pledges of the party eaeaee 
to the sugar men and to secure 4 satisfac- | 
tory schedule. SefRlator Smith replied t'at / 
he did not see what he could then do, but 
he said there was always this consolation— 
that if they could not secure the s*hedule 
they wanted they could surely «.efeut the 
pill, leaving the present law operative. 
Havemeyer Shows His Teeth. 
“Mr. Havemeyer did not seem to feel so 
sure about that. At all events he was per- 
sistent in pleading for @ complete aban- 
cerment of the subcommittee’s policy re- 
specting sugar, and an open avowal of favor 
towards protection for this American in- 
dustry. In the course of that conversation 
it was said that if such a echedule as would 
be satisfactory was adopted, or even re- 
ported, the price of Sugar on the market 
would advance thirty points in thirty days. 
To men with the speculative instinct as 
kerly dveloped as it is in Senator Brice and 
Sevetor Smith, it is easy to see what sucn 
a statement as that meant for them. How- 
ever, the meeting that night, which lasted 
until a late hour, did not end satisfactorily, 
and Mr. Havemeyer returned to New York 
the next morning, and that was’ the day

a transaction which has since ther been re- 
garded as an object lesson most impressive 
to some of the senators. 

“After that and bégiining with the first 
hint of favorable inclination in the senate, 
the price of sugar on the market has grad- 
ually appreciated until the prediction made 
in that room that night has been veritied, 
excepting that it has taken longer than 
trirty days for sugar to go thirty points. 
Mr. Brice has never denied the accusation 
publicly made that he has speculated in 
sugar, nor has Senator Smjth cared to Say 
that the reports that he has made half a 
million dollars by reason @f his good for- 
tune in procuriig inside Enowledge as to 
the movement of the Sugar market are 
without any foundation. » Here we know 
that the brckers with whom Senator Price 
has been accustomed to commit his specu- 
lative interests have been very large pur- 
chasers of sugar, and we know also that 
these brokers had inside information. as to 


} the action of the senate upon the sugar 


schedule. It may be as good a piace here 
aS anywhere to relate an incident showing 
the truth of that statement. 

“On the very day that Mr. Voorhees, the 
chairman of the finance committee, denied 
in the senate that any amendments were 
proposed to the senate’s bill as originally 
reported by the finance committee, the list 
of some 400 amendments as prepared by 
Senator Jones was in th hands of a member 
of the brokerage firm of Moore -& Schley. 
He hed not arisen when it was placed in 
his hands; he was in bed, for it was early 
morning. He sat up in bed and read those 
amendments, conspicucus among them be- 
ing the final determination regarding the 
Sugar schedule. So that while the senate, 
the house, the country not only knew noth- 
ing of these amendment, but were assured 
by the chairrran of the finance committee 
that there were none, Senator Brice’s bro- 
Kers had a copy of the amended bi!l and the 
privilege which was denied even to the 
chairman of the finance aommittee of. read- 
ing them! 

Sugar Trust Domination. 

“We had, upon the Sunday before the bill 
as first reported was sent to the senate, a 
striking illustration of the absolute domina- 
tion of the sugar trust over the democratic 
members of the finance committee. That 
was an all-day and half the night session 
and upon the Sabbath day. In one room 
were the democratic members of the finance 
committee and also. in the wing of the 
capitol, were the representatives of the 
Sugar trust. There were Havemeyer and 
Terrill and Meyer, Ben Le Fevre and others. 
These men sat as the rulers of-a political 
convention sit in a place apart and vet 
within instant communication of those who 
are to act. There were runnings back and 
forth between the finance rooms and the 
quarters occupied by the trust all day. 
Everything had been arranged up to the 
point: of satisfying Louisiana senators. 
Even the trust realized that it was neces- 
sary for the democratic party to placate 
these Louisiana men, or e]se there would 
Surely be two votes against the bill. It 
was a question of compromise, each side 
giving a little and takine’a little. At one 
time it seemed as though the whole nego- 
tiation must go to pieces. Never was there 
more desperate battle between conflicting 
interests in the committee rooms of the 
capitol. At last, late that evening, Senator 
Caffrey drafted a schedule, Mr. Havemeyer 
looking over his shoulder and the other 
members of the sugar trust watching the 
senator with eyes that fairly glittered, so 
one senator who saw that spectacle after- 
wards reportéd. It was th® erucial rnoment. 
When Senator Caffrey had finished the | 
Sugar trust read his draft, reluctantly. ac- 
cepted it, it was taken to the room of the 
fhaance committee and there accepted, the 
victory won and the original draft is still 
in the possession of the committee in Caf- 
frey’s handwriting and with the approving 
marks of the sugar trust upon it. 

“It was after this was dore that word 
was brought to New York and confidential 
information given to a company of con- 
spicuous democrats that the sugar trust had 
clinched the senate, and that their in- 
terests were now protected whatever was 
done by the senate. There was also given 
such narration of these events as has made 
it possible to tell much of this story. It is 
a story not picked up upon the streets, not 
the gossip of idle chatterers, but comes di- 
rectly from the mouths of men who had 
part in it.” 


DEMANDS AN INVESTIGATION. 


Senator Hunton Wants the Charge of 
Attempted Bribery Looked Into. 


Washington, May 17.—At the opening 
of the senate’s session Mr. Morgan offered 
a resolution reciting the act of June 2, 1890, 
against trusts and combinations, and recit- 
ing the allegation that a combination exists 
in the nature of a monopoly, known as the 
sugar trust, and directing the attorney gen- 
eral to inform the senate whether any ac- 
tion has been taken in any court of the 
United States, either civil or criminal, to 
restrain or punish the persons engaged in 
such violation of the law. . 

Mr. Sherman, author of the anti-trust law, 
remarked that the attorney. general had 
very curtly and very impolitely referred to 
the anti-trust law in a rather rude way 
and he thought that the matter should not 
be referred to him. 

Mr. Morgan said that he wanted it re- 
ferred to the attorney general in order 
to have an official statement from him. 

The resolution went over till tomorrow. 

The house bill for the admission of Utah 
as a state, with amendments was re- 
ported from the committee on territories 
and was placed on the calendar. 

The Lodge resolution, offered yesterday, 
for an. investigation of the attempted 
bribery of two senators to vote against the 
tariff bill and of the alleged contribution of 
half a million dollars to the democratic 
national campaign fund by the sugar trust, 
was laid before the senate. 

Mr. Lodge explained the reasons which 
led him to offer the resolution. In relation 
to the sugar trust he said that the article 
in a Philadelphia paper was signed by E. 
J. Edwards, its correspondent, a gentle- 
man whom he did not know personally, 
but who, he was told, was a man of stand- 
ing and responsibility, a graduate of Yale 
college and well known in the newspaper 
world. If there was any truth in the al- 
legations made in that article it ought to 
be Known to the public. If the allegations 
were false it was a criminal libel of the 
grossest kind. Forty-eight hours after 
the appearance of that article there had ap- 
peared in The New York Sun a statement 
from its Washington correspondent charg- 
ing attempts at bribery of two senators. 
No graver charge could be made; no graver 
crime committed. The charge was made 
accurately and specifically. Such a charge 
certainly should not go unnoticed or unin- 
vestigated. If there was a person who had 
been offering bribes he presumed that he 
would come within the reach of the stat- 
ute law. “eet 


Hanton’s Statement. 


Mr. Hunton said: “As my name has been 
connected somewhat with the matter, I 
merely desire to say now that I hope the 
senate will adopt unanimously the resolu- 
tion and investigate this matter to the 
very depths. It probably is not becoming 
in me, in view of the fact that this investi- 
gation is to be had, to say more than this, 
or to state what I understand to be the 
facts in regard to this alleged attempt to 
bribe, because I think that every member 
of the senate knows that this man has 
mot approached me at all.

SENATOR MORGAN SUCCEEDS HIMSELF 


He Remains in Harness to Fight Democ- 
racy’s Open Enemies and the Iscariots 
Who Would Sell It to Wall Street. 


Montgomery, Ala.,. May 17.—(Special.)— 
The fight for the nomination of the demo- 
cratic party for governor of Alabama is not 
over by any means. 

The state convention will have to deter- 
mine whether Johnston or Oates gets the 
plum. 

The race has been a very close one. If 
Johnston counties had not prorated John- 
ston would have been an easy winner. The 
captain’s friends injected too much court- 
esy into the county conventions. 

In Shelby, for instance, Oates received 3 
of the 7 votes, while Johnston had about 
two-thirds of the votes. It was much the 
same way in Chilton, Lowndes and Wilcox. 
In the two last named counties, for in- 
stance, Oates received 10 votes in she .nter- 
est of harmony. 

In Jackson Johnston carried every beat 
in the county but one, where it prorated, 
and the county convention prorated its vote 
in the interest of a local candidate for at- 
torney general. Here, again, Captain Jchn- 
ston lost 4144 votes—or is supposed to have 
lost them. 


Oates Feels Easy. 

In these prorates Johnston has lost about 
40 votes. Colonel Oates feels sure of his 
nomination, He says it has been given him 
by the people and he feels no apprehension. 
He says he will not open any state conven- 
tion headquarters, as he does not see any 
occasion for it, The Johnston men here 
have not given up. They are not making 
any noise, but they are on the still hunt, 
and will be apt to be heard from when the 
state convention meets. The Evening Jour- 
nal, of this city, which favors Captain 
Johnston’s nomination, figures in this af- 
ternoon’s edition that the returns give 
Johnston 2508-100 and Oates 246 92-100. This 
does not include any report from DeKalb, 
and figures Lee in the Johnston column, 
where his friends contend it shall remain. 
If Johnston holds his own, according to 
this, and gets three of DeKalb’s seven 
votes he is the nominee. 

Silver’s Champion Is Safe. 

There is general gratification here at the 
victory of Senator John T. Morgan. The 
cuckoos, goldbugs and 4oodlebugs had noped 
early in the campaign to defeat him. He 
had branded them with the neat-fitting epi- 
thet of cuckoos and it was a sore point with 
them. Senator Morgan is an ardent cham- 
pion of silver. Colonel Oates is classed in 
the goldbug ranks. In passing it may be 
said that he probobly would have been 
snowed under had he not voted to pass the 
seigniorage bill over the president’s veto. 

Senator Morgan's re-election is assured. 
The administration bent every energy to 
defeat Johnston, but it finally saw that it 
had bitten off more than it could chew in 
plotting to defeat Morgan. 

The resolutions in many counties endorse 
Morgan and Cleveland. This is qa queer 
mixture, for the views of the two men on 
silver are radically opposite. _ 


THEY TRADED JOHNSTON, 


The Captain Suffered in Deals for 
Local Offices. 

Birminghany, jAla., May 17.—(Special.)— 
Doubt as to who will be the democratic 
romiree at the hands of the organized de- 
niccracy for governor prevails, and although 
the Oates men are boastful in their claims, 
the Johnston men have not dispelled all 
hope of Jefferson’s red-headed son being 
the nominee over Colonel Oates. 

There has been more political estimating 
here-today than has ever been known be- 
fore. 

It has been alike with all classes, colors 
and conditions, without regard to previous 
condition of servitude or state of bank ac- 
count. The figuring has not been solely by 
the friends of Capiain Johnston, but it nas 
been done alike by the friends of Colonel 
Oates. Offictal returns show that Oates has 
a majority of several delegates, but many 
of these delegates come frum the counties 
rightfully belonging to Johnston, and which 
prorated. This is what has hurt his vote. 

Had it not been for this prorate he wouid 
have been the nominee by acclamation. 
While the shadow of duubt is growing dark, 
Captain Johnston’s friends have not given 
up hope, nor will they until the vote is 
taken in the convention next Tuesday. 

Johnston's headquarters have been filled 
all day with his friends who are still hoid- 
ing a stiff upper lip. They expect to win 
and Captain Johnston is hopeful.

IT ACCOMPLISHED NOTHING, 


The Conference Between the Striking 
Miners and the Operatives. 


Cleveland, O., May 17.—The great confer- 
ence between the representatives of the 
200,000 striking miners and operators, repre- 
senting every coal mining district in the 
United States, has ended in failure. The 
two interests came together, presented their 
demands, discussed the condition of the 
mining trade in all its bearings, found their 
differences irresoncilable and will depart 
for their homes, leaving the situation at 
the mines, in apparently the same condi- 
tion of suspense that it was before the 
conference was called. But that condition 
is in fact more apparent than real. One of 
the most prominent operators in the Pitts- 
burg district said tonight that within a 
week the miners would be at work, and 
that they would receive practically the 
scale of wages for which they contended in 
the conference that has just adjourned. 

The conference committee of miners and 
operators reported to the joint convention 
this morning their inability to agree, and 
the time until noon was spent in speech- 
making, without eny apparent effect. The 
operators’ offer was 65 cents in Pennsyliva- 
nia afd 56 cents in Ohio, while the miners 
held out. for 70 and 75 cents. Finally Colo- 
nel Rend, of Chicago, urged both sides to 
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adjournment was taken till 2:30 o'clock p m. 
A Strike Declared Of. 

Paterson, N. J., May 17.—The central 
committee of ribbon weavers this morning 
declared the strike off after a desperate 
struggle of eleven weeks.

The Charges Against Him Not Sup- 

ported by Evidence. 

Memphis, Tenn., May 17.—Conference con- 
vened at 9 o’clock with Bishop Duncan in 
the chair. Dr. Brown, of the Virginia con- 
ference, conducted the devotional exercises. 
Dr. Brown then offered a fervent prayer 
and the exercises were over.

now pending, not presuming to pass upon 
them, we respectfully recommend that his 
character pass.”

W.P, BRYAN DECLINES f 


Nebraska's Gifted Congressman Is Not 
a Candidate for Re-Election. 


HIS DISTRICT IS HOPELESSLY LOST 


It Is Strongly Republican and He 
Has Enough for the Present. 


HE MAY BE OUT FOR SOMETHING ELSE 


In a Long Letter He Gives His Reasons, 
and This Makes Him a Strong Possi- 
bility for the Governorship. 


Omaha, Neb., May 17.—(Special.)—Hon. 
William G. Bryan, the brilliant young 
congressman from the first Nebraska dis- 
trict and member of the ways and means 
committee, has written a letter to J. H. 
Brody, of Lincoln, chairman of the con- 
gressional committee, declining to be a can- 
didate for renomination. 

The letter is a powerful argument for 
the union of all forces opposed to the high 
protection, paternalistic, gold standard re- 
publican party. 

It contains 12,000 words and will be dis- 
tributed all over the state. The principal 
reason for Bryan’s declaration that he 
will not be a candidate is the lack of har- 
mony in his party and the overwhelming 
republican plurality in his district. 

Two years ago Bryan was elected by a 
plurality of 140, although the district is 
really republican and the republican guber- 
natorial candidate carried the counties of 
that district by 6,500 plurality. 

Last year the republicans had a small 
majority over populists and democrats. The 
effect of this declaration of Bryan will be 
to make him the most probable choice of the 
democrats and populists for governor and 
later for senator. His letter will give a 
powerful impetus to the project of fusion 
of populists and democrats in congressional 
and state campaigns. 

Among the most striking statements 
is this: ‘“‘The situation in Nebraska is full 
of difficulties, for while a majority of the 
people are in favor of the measures which 
I, in common with the populist representa- 
tives from that state have supported, the 
friends seem to be divided into hostile 
camps while the enemy wins because of our 
dissention. 

‘I believe it is the duty of those who are 
in earnest for reforms to join together and 
make their voice effective, even though sep- 
arate organizations are maintained. If, 
however, those who are in control of party 
organizations prefer defeat in the middle of 
the road to a victory shaded by others, 
I shall avoid responsibility for the conse-

The highest price paid for a costume 
wX\s $140.

THE LIBERALS WERE THERE 


And the Election of a Moderator Proved 
Very Interesting. 

Saratoga, N. Y., May 17.—The 106th gener- 
al assembly was convened today by Mod- 
erator W. G. Craig, in the auditorium of 
the First Presbyterian church. The as- 
sembly is composed largely of new men, 
few of them who have taken any part in 
the struggle that has brought the Presby- 
terian church into prominence the past few 
years. Estimates have been made as to 
how these new men stood on the old is- 
sues, but today’s contest for the moderator 
upset all these estimates. Delegates all 
over the house kept tab on the vote 
as it was in progress. Before the tellers 
had summed up the vote it was learned 
that of the four candidates the liberal man 
was far in the lead. The New Yorkers 
made efforts to get their votes changed by 
the moderator and in a moment the assem- 
bly was in an uproar. Loud calls of “order” 
were heard all over the church. Dozens of 
preachers were on their feet at once cry- 
ing out to the moderator. 

On a second vote the liberal candidate 
was defeated by but eleven votes. This an- 
nouncement was loudly questioned by the 
liberals, but the moderator ignored the 
clamorings and declared Dr. Samuel A. 
Mutchmore, of Philadelphia, the moderator. 
The other three candidates were Rev. Ar- 
thur J. Brown, of Portland, Ore., Rev. 
William B. Noble, of California, and Dr. 
James Gardner, of Gloversville, N. Y. 

The roll is arranged by synods in alpha- 
betical order, beginning with the southern 
cities, where the churches are chifly mis- 
sion stations. On the first ballot it was 
seen thaj, not only the Briggs men, but all 
the young preachers and elders from these 
sections were voting for Dr. Brown. Com- 
mittees from the New York presbyteries, 
nearly a hundred in number, were counted 
upon to vole almost solidly for Dr. Gardner, 
but Dr. Brown received twenty-two of 
these votes. The New York city delegates 
were also divided, Dr. Birch and Elder 
Worrall voting for Dr. Mutchmore. 

The vote as summarized showed Dr. 
Brown about thirty votes in the lead, with 
Dr, Gardner credited with about one hun- 
dred votes. Colonel McCook, from the New 
York delegation, arose in his seat and re- 
quested the tellers to change his vote 
from Dr. Gardner to Dr. Mutchmore. Other 
New Yorkers followed with the same re- 
quest and immediately there was an up- 
rising of Gardner men to get themselves 
counted on the Mutchmore side. The home 
missionaries arose against this and at- 
tempted to check the tide. They made mo- 
tions and raised points of order. 

A motion was finally made to hear the 
report of the tellers. This was carried with 
a whirl. Here is the vote as: announced: 
Brown, 223; Mutchmore, 207; Gardner, 9%; 
Dinsmore, 24. Dr. Dutfield then withdrew 
Dr. Gardner's name. 

Dr. Dinsmore was also withdrawn and 
the roil was called for votes on Dr. Mutch- 
more and Dr, Brown's names. It was af- 
ter 6 o’ciock when the roll caii was over 
and the result announced. Lr. Mutchmore 
received 281 votes and Dr. Brown 29. 

A committee of two was dispatched from 
the assembly to bring in the successful can- 
didate and in a pleasant exchange of 
courtesies retiring moderator Craig wel- 
comed his successor to the platform and 
passed over the gavel into his hands. The 
assembly then adjourned after the most sur- 
prising contest for moderator in its history. 

The evening session was given up to the 
regular service of holy communion, in which 
all the commissioners joined.

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selected by this man to reach mie, because 
the averment is that he wished to reach me 
through a well beloved son, who is as high 
above anything of that sort as I claim to 
be. But I desire to say now that I hope 
that the resolution will be adopted unani- 
mously and that the investigation shall be 
most thorough.” . 

Mr Cockrell—My only objection to the res- 
olution is that it is not quite wide enough. 
Therefore, I move to amend it by inserting 
these words: “And to inquire further wheih- 
er any contributions have been made by 
“the so-called sugar trust to any political 
party for campaign purposes.”’ 

Mr. Lodge—I shall most cheerfully ac- 
cept the amendment. It is stated in the ar- 
ticle to which I have referred that contri- 
butions were made by the sugar trust to 
both campaign funds, and I sincerely hope 
that the matter will be probed to the 
bottom, ‘and that the influence of that 
trust in our politics will be thoroughly ex- 
posed. 

Mr. Hansbrough, republican of North 
Dakota, said: “One of the individuals infer- 
entially mentioned in the resolution is a 
constituent of mine, being, I believe, a res- 
ident of Ransom county, North Dakota, 
and being engaged there in the business 
of farming. He called upon me last evening 
to confer with me in regard to this matter 
and concluded that the proper thing to do 
would be to court an investigation and have 
it as speedily as possible. He submitted to 
me a letter which I ask to have read. 

Butz Makes Denial. 

The letter of Butz was read by the clerk 
as Yollows: 

“My Dear Sir: The newspapers charging 
that I attempted to bribe Senators Hunton 
and Kyle to vote against the pending 
tariff bill, Senator Lodge has introduced 
a resolution directing an investigation of 
this charge with one other. I respectfully 
ask you as one of the senators from North 
Dakota to urge the adoption of the resolu- 
tion and the speediest possible investigation, 

“As these scandalous stories, derogatory 
to my character have been given to the 
press and published in every part of the 
country, I beg of you to state that I deny 
them entirely, in whole and in part, and 
denounce them as falsehoods and slanders. 

“Of course my words do not refer at all to 
the two honorable senators mentioned. I 
believe them both to be incapable of telling 
anything but the truth. I simply mean to 
stamp the newspaper statements charging 
me with attempting to bribe the senators 
in question as utterly without foundation. 
Very respectfully, C. W. BUTZ.” 

Mr. Harris—Inasmuch as the name of the 
senator from South Dakota (Mr. Kyle) 
seems to be connected with this charge lI 
desire to say, from my personal knowledge 
of that senator, that, if he were present, 
he would join Senator Hunton in urging 
a thorough investigation of this matter. 

Investigate and Report. 

Several other modifications of the resolu- 
tfon were suggested and adopted until the 
resolution—as finally agreed to—read: 

‘‘Kesolved, That a committee of five sena- 
tors be appointed to investigate these 
charges, and to inquire further, whether 
any contributions have been made by the 
sugar trust to any political party for 
campaign or election purposes or to secur§ 
or defeat legislation; and whether any senas 
tor has been, or is, speculating in what are 
known as sugar stocks, during the con- 
sideration of the tariff bill. 

‘“‘Resolved further, That said committee be 
authorized to investigate and report upon 
any charge or charges that*may be filed 
before it, alleging that the action of any 
senator has been corruptly or improperly 
influenced in the consideration of said bill; 
or that any attempt has been made so to 
influence legislation.”’ 

In the discussion which preceded action 
on the resolution, Mr. Hale said that he did 
not suppose that any senator believed that 
either the senator from Virginia or the 
senator from South Dakota had been im- 
properly approached gr influenced. There 
was nothing in association with those sena- 
tors, nothing in their public or private 
character which would for a moment justify 
the harboring of a suspicion of that kind. 
He supposed that it would be found on in- 
vestigation that those reports, those sus- 
picions, that. had been sought to be set 
afloat, were something in the nature of 


blackmail and they came Jrom other mat- 


ters than those which the committee was 

to investigate and were only Stirred up for 

the purpose of calling away attention. 
More of the ‘Tariff. 

The tariff bill was taken up at noon and 
Mr. Gallinger delivered the second part 
of his speech against it. 

The vice president announced the ap- 
pointment of the following select committee 
provided for in the Lodge resolution of in- 
quiry: Messrs. Gray, of DVeiaware; Lind- 
say, of Kentucky; Lodge, of Massachusetts; 
Davis, of Minnesota, and Allen, of Ne- 
braska. 

At the usual hour for adjournment—¢ 
o'clock p.!| m.—the republican side of the 
senate was startled by a motion made by 
Mr. Harris that instead of adjourning till 
il o’clock a. m. tomorrow the senate take a 
recess until that hour—the object of that 
movement being to keep the tariff bill per- 
petually before the senate to the exclusion 
of the morning business, and of all other 
business. 

Republicans Filibustering Again. 

The motion was resisted on the republican 
side and was met with a resort to fili- 
buscvering, the republicans declining to vote 
and leaving the senate without a quorum. 

Then on motion of Mr. Harris, the ser- 
feant-at-arms was ordered to request the 
attendance of absent senators*# Meanwhile 
the number of senators present continued 
to dwindle. At 7:30 o’clock Mr. Aldrich 
again moved to adjourn, but was voted 
down—1l1 to 29. 

A quorum was secured at 8:45 o'clock. 
That fact, however, did not relieve the 
Situation, for on a motion to  dis- 
pense with further proceedings under the 
call, there were only thirty-six senators 
voting—five republicans and thirty-one 
democrats. As this showed the continued 
absence of a quorum the roll of senators 
was again called and forty-three responded. 
The question recurred on Mr. Aldrich’s mo- 
tion to dispense with further proceedings, 
and this time there were no republicans 
voting in the affirmative and only thirty- 
five democratic votes in the negative. . The 
roll had to be again called and the same 
tactics were resorted to on the part of the 
republicans and the same result reached. 

The final result was that the motion fo 
dispense with further proceedings under 
the call, and the motion for a recess were 
both withdrawn and then for a few minutes 
there was a pretense of resuming considera- 
tion of the bill; but there were so many 
paragraphs to which amendments were to 
be ~roposed that the attempt was quickly 
abandoned, and Mr. Harris again appeared 
on the scene to make his closing remarks. 
He said: 

Harris Gives Up. 

“After a very earnest and persistent ef- 
fort to hold a quorum to do business I am 
bound to recognize the impossibility to hold 
one at this time, and the practical question 
which I have to decide is whether the faith- 
ful few are to be hela here all night, with- 
out profit. Now, I send a resolution to the 
clerk's desk to be read, and I want to give 
notice now that I will ask the senate to 
consider it tomorrow morning.”’ 

The resolution was read. li provides that 
on and after Monday next and until other- 
wise ordered, the daily session of the senate 
shall begin at 10 o’clock a.m. and that the 
morning hour shall terminate at the expira- 
tion of thirty minutes thereafter. He 
added that he did not want to exclude all 
morning business, but that he wanted to 
limit it within reasonable proportions. He 
ended by moving that the senate do now 
adjourn until 11 o’clock tomorrow. 

The motion was agreed to, and then at 
10:45 o’clock the contest of four and a half 
hours came to a ciose and the senate ad- 
journed until tomorrow.

FOR THE EXPOSITION, 


Terms of the Bill Which Colonel Living- 
ston Introduced. 

Washington, May  16.—(Special.)—The 
pending bill before the appropriations com- 
mittee providing for government recogni- 
tion of the Atlanta exposition, the bill in- 
troduced by Colonel Livingston, reads as 


follows: 
“To authorize and encourage the holding 


of a Cotton States and International ex- 
position, at Atlanta, Ga. in the year 
1895, and making an appropriation there- 


for. 
‘‘Whereas, It is fit and desirable to en- 


courage the holding of a Cotton States and 
International exposition at Atlanta, Gé., 
in the year 1895, for the exhibition of the 
rescurces of the United States of America 


and the progress and civilization of the 
western hemisphere, and for a display of 
the arts, industries, manufactures and pro- 
ducts of the soil, mine, and sea; and 

‘Whereas, It is desirable that an exhibi- 
tion be made of the great staple, cotton, 
which contributes so largely to the inter- 
national commerce of the entire country 
and furnish the basis of a large part of 
our manufacturing industries, and in the 
culture and manufacture of which the skill 
and lebor of both the white and colored 
races in this country are united in a higher 
degree than in any other pursuit; and 

“Whereas, Encouragement should be giv- 
en to an exhibit of the arts, industries, 
manufactures and products of the colored 
race illustrative of their progress and de- 
velopment during the thirty years of their 
freedom and citizenship; and 

“Whereas, Such exposition should be na- 
tional and international in its character, 
in which the people of this country, of Mex- 
ico, the Central and South American gov- 
ernments, and other governments of the 
world should participate and should, there- 
fore, have the sanction of the congress of 
the United States; and 

“Whereas, The Cotton States and Inter- 
national Exposition Company, a corpora- 
tion under the laws of the state of Geor- 
gia, has undertaken to holi such exposition, 
beginning in the month of September, 18%6, 
and closing on the 3ist day of December, 
1895; therefore, 

“Be it enacted by the senate and house 
of representatives of the United States of 
America in corgress assembled, That a 
Cotton States and International exposition 
be held at the city of Atlanta, Ga., in the 
year 1895, under the auspices of the Cotton 
States and International Exposition Com- 
pany, a corporation under the laws of said 
statei Provided, that the United States 
shall not be liable for any of the expense 
attending such exposition or by reason of 
the same. 

“Sec, 2. That ail articles which shall be 
imported from foreign countries for the 
sole purpose of exhibition at said exposition, 
upon which there shall be a é$ tar- 
iff or customs duty, shall be admitted 
free of payment of duty. customs fees or 
charges under such regulation as 
the secretary of the treasury 
shall prescribe; but it shall be 
lawful at any time during the exhibition 
to sell for delivery at the close of the ex- 
position any goods or property imported for 
and actually on exhibition tm the ex- 
position building, or on its grounds, sub- 
ject to such regulation for the security of 
the revenue and*for the collection of im- 
port duties as the secretary of the treas- 
ury shall prescribe: Provided, that all such 
articles when sold or withdrawn for con- 
sumption in the United States shall be sub- 
ject to duty, if any, imposed upon such 
article by the revenue laws in force at the 
date of importation, and all penalties pre- 
scribed by law-@hall be applied and enforc- 
ed against’ such articles and against the 
persons who may be guilty of any illegal 
sale or withdrawal. 

“Sec. 8. That there shall be exhibited at 
said exposition by the government of the 
United States, from its executive 
departments the, Smithsonian in- 
stitution, the United States fish commis- 
sion, and the National museum, such ar- 
ticles and materials as illustrate the func- 
tion and administrative faculty of the gov- 
ernment in time of peace and its resources 
as a war power, tending to demonstrate the 
nature of our institutions and their adapta- 
tion to the wants of the people; and to se- 
cure a complete and harmonious arrange- 
ment of such a government exhibit 4 board 
shall be created, to be charged with the 
selection, preparation, arrang2"nent, safe- 
keeping, and exhibition of such articles 
and materials as the heads of the several 
departments and the _ directoss of the 
Smithsonian institution and Nativnal mu- 
seum may respectively decide shall be em- 
braced in said government exhibit. The 
president may also designate additional 
articles for exhibition. Such toard shall 
be composed of one person to be named by 
the head of each executive department and 
museum and one of the fish commission, 
such selections to be approved by the pres- 
ident of the United States. The president 
shall name the chairman of said board, 
and the board itself shall select sich other 
officers as it may deem necessary. 

‘Sec. 4. That the secretary of the treas- 
ury shall cause a suitable building cr t uild- 
ings to be erected on the site sclected for 
the Cotton States and International expo- 
sition for the government exhibits, «ni he 
is hereby authorized and directed to ccn- 
tract therefor, in the same man- 
ner and under the same regu- 
lations as for other public’ build- 
ings of the United States; but the coniract 
for said building or buildings shall not e.- 
ceed the sum of $200,000, and for the remaind- 
er of the fiscal year and for the ‘iscal year 
ending June 13, 1896, there is hereby appro- 
priated for said building or buildings, out 
of any money in the treasury not other- 
wise appropriated, the sum of —— thousand 
dollars. The secretary of the treasury is 
authorized and required to dispose of such 
building or buildings, or the material com- 
posing the sarne, at the close of the expo- 
sition, giving preference to the city of At- 
lanta, or to the’said Cotton States and In- 
ternational Exposition Company of 1895, 
to purchase the same at an appraised value 
to be ascertained in such manner 4s he may 
determine. 

“Sec. 5. That for the purpose of paying 
the expenses of transportation, care, and 
custody of exhibits by the government end 
the maintenance of the building or build- 
ings hereinbefore provided for, and the safe 
return of articles belonging to the said 
government exhibit, and other contingent 
expenses, to be approved by the secretary 
of the treasury, upon itemized accounts 
and vouchers, there is hereby sppropriated 
for the remainder of this fiscal year and 
for the fiscal year ending June 13, 1596, out 
of any money in the treasury not otherwise 
appropriated, the eum of $300,000, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary: Provided, 
‘that the United States shall not be liable, 
on occount of the erection of buildings, 
expenses of the commission or any of its 
officers or employes. or on account of ex- 
penses incident to or growing out of said 
exposition for a sum exceeding in the ag- 
gregate $500,000. . 

“Sec. 6. That the commissioners appoint- 
ed under this act shall not be entitled to 
any compensation for their services out of 
the treasury of the United States, except 
their actual expenses for transportation 
and the sum of dollars per day for 
subsistence for each day they are necessari- 
ly absent from home on the business of 
said commission. The officers of said com- 
mission shall receive such compensation as 
may be fixed by said commission, subject 
to the approval of the secretary of the 
treasury, which shall be paid out of the 
sums to be appropriated by congress in 
aid of such exposition. 

‘Sec. 7. That medals, with appropriate de- 
vices, emblems and inscriptions commem-

A Kentucky Family Attacked by a Dis- 

case That Puzzles the Physicians. 

ricdginsville, Ky., May 17.—A_ strange 
tnalady afflicts the family of Peter Burba. 
Several months ago one of the girls sudaden- 
ly became blind, and later her tongue 
swelled until she almost choked to death. 
This was followed by several fits, when she 
apparently recovered. Another member of 
the family was attacked in a somewhat 
similar manner some days ago. The affec* 
tion spread until now the entire family is 
suffering. 

All were apparently in good health when 
attacked by blindness, accompanied by diz- 
ziness. The tongue became paralyzed and 
the jaw scemed affected as if by tetanus. 

The\ pain is indescribably severe. Ner- 
vousness sets in and the patient appears 
to become insane. They froth at the mouth 
and gnaw at their hands and wrists. They 
do not attempt to injure any one except 
themselves. At times, controlled appar- 
ently by some unknown power, they rise 
from their beds and dance as violently and 
as eccentrically as the dervishes. Physi- 
cians do not know what to call the disease. 
There are many symptoms of poison, but 
as the disease has progressed over a period 
of ten days it is not believed that poison 
had anything to do with it.

ELECTRICITY UNCERTAIN. 


Why It Was Not Used to Kill Tip, the 
Elephart. 
From The St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 
Herbert A. Wagner, superintendent and 
electrician of the Missouri Electric Light 
Company, said: ‘‘Animal life is too precious 


to experiment on with the uncertain results 
of electricity, To have killed elephant ‘lip 
it would have been necessary to have made 
elaborate and expensive arrangements, 
which could not have really been made in 
Central park, on account of not having a 
sufficient current there. The skin of an 
elephant is not a good conductor, and to 
have had any show of success it would 
have been necessary first to have removed 
parts of the skin before any electric appli- 
ances could have been applied with any 
guarantee of success. This would have been 
barbarous.’’ He saw the hide of Jumbo, 
which was three-quarters of an inch thick, 
and however strong the current bDrought to 
bear on such a surface, the results would 
not have been fatal, and if so, it would have 
been accidental. Death by an electric cur- 
rent is absolutely uncertain. It may kill 
and it may not. There have been more 
than a thousand men shocked in St. Louis 
since electric motors have been in operation, 
and only five or six have been killed. A 
man may take hold of a wire charged with 
2,000 volts and not be killed, while under 
other conditions men and horses have been 
killed by less than 500 volts. In nearly 
every instance where death has followed 
the man or horse has been wet, or his 
hands moist. If the skin from vital por- 
tions of Tip’s body had been removed and 
conductors made of sponges wet in salt 
water applied, death might have followed, 
but it would have been uncertain. He re- 
gards the electrocution as adopted by New 
York as the most barbarous method of exe- 
cution ever adopted. Every man he had 
taiked with who had had a severe shock 
claimed that though they were speechless 
and apparently dead, yet they suffered all 
the time the most excruciating pain. For 
himself, he had rather be killed ten times 
any other way than by electricity. He 
said that the condition of the subject had 
all to do with the success of electrocution. 
In one instance it might take os voits, 
while in another it would take 5,000 volts. 
‘unis renders death by electricity so uncer- 
tain that it is not advisable to try the ex- 
periment. 

He told of a rattrap that he had arranged 
as an cxperiment. It was baited with 
cheese, and to get to it the rat had to cross 
two wires charged with 2,000 voits. He 
watched a rat attempt to get the cheese, 
and saw it get on both of the wires, The 
rat squealed and jumped at least two feet 
high, but ran away apparently unhurt. 
If it died, it was from tne burn and not 
the shock. No other rat ever came to get 
the cheese, which he took as an evidence 
that he lived to inform his associates. If 
2,000 volts would not kill a rat, he doubted 
the ability of the Central Park menagerie 
managers to kill Tip with electricity, even if 
they had tried. 

The case of a coal wagon driver and 
horse, who were killed last winter on 
BPreadway, was referred to. The volts that 
did that were not over 500, but death was 
the result of both being wet. The same 
was true of the fireman who was killed at 
2700 Thomas street not long ago. 

“Then why not, Mr. Wagner, wet, or mike 
the same conditions, in cases where death 
is desired?’ asked the reporter. 

“It might succeed, but the same arrance-

Rykoff dressed himself and went to prison. 
By the advice of his lawyer, he forwarded 
a petition praying to be released. His plea 
produced an impression on the officials, 
and Rykoff was set at liberty, but only 
for a few days. On further consideration 
it was decided to bring him to trial. In 
court he related the story fully and frankly, 
throwing himself upon the mercy of the 
judges. Justice, however, was inexorable, 
and the law was allowed to have its course.

Bimetallism can be established 
here by means of the “safeguards of leg- 
islation” contemplated in the Chicago 
platform, and then our people will be in

any international movement to restore 
silver as a part of the standard money 
of the country. 

The democrats of Missouri declare that 
it is a duty enjoined on congress by the 
constitution to coin both gold and silver 
money for the use of the people of the 
States, and that congress has no rightful 
power to refuse the coinage of either 
metal. They demand the free bimetallic 
coinage of both metals, and the restora- 
tion of the bimetallic standard as it 
existed under our laws for more than 
eighty years prior to the demonetization 
of the standard silver dollar in 1872. 
They declare that should the fact be dem- 
onstrated that a readjustment of the ra- 
tio is necessary in order to keep both 
metals in circulation side by side, it 
Should be determined whether gold has 
risen or silver fallen, and whether there 
Should be a change of the gold dollar or 
of the silver dollar, or of both, to the end 
that whatever ratio is adopted the rights 
of both creditor and debtor shall be pre- 
served alike, having in view the demands 
of the people for an adequate circulating 
medium. 

This declaration covers the whole 
ground of the contention that has arisen 
between those who advocate the financial 
views of Wall street and the shylock in- 
terest, and those who believe that the 
people’s government should deal fhirly 
by the people. It makes no attack on 
Mr. Cleveland’s views, does not even 
criticise his opinions, and yet pronounces 
boldly in favor of democratic interpreta- 
tion of the democratie platform. 

Thus the Missouri democrats have 
placed themselves in a_ position to 
strengthen their party and to prevent 
the interior strife that would lead to di- 
Vision and demoralization. Thev have 
sacrificed no principle, and yet they have 
taken no step to arouse dissatisfaction 
in those who retain their confidence in 
Mr. Cleveland. 

The democratic party in Georgia Will 
stand in need of a bold and strengthen- 
ing declaration as that which the party 
in Missouri has made. There are thou- 
sands of men in this state who are not 
yet ready to sacrifice their principles and 
the men who have stood for these princi- 
ples to please the political toadies who 
are making an effort to compel the party 
to wipe out and recant its financial views. 
There are thousands of honest voters in 
this state who have stood by the party 
through thick and thin, but who will not 
go with it to the point of sacrificing their 
principles. 

There can be no doubt that the party 
in Georgia will need its whole strength 
in the fall elections. There have already 
been serious defections in some counties, 
and this tendency can only be hastened 
if the people permit a small element of 
political toadies to commit the party to 
Wall street’s financial views in any shape 
or form. If the party in Georgia is to 
retain its strength it must maintain its 
harmony and unity, and these ean be 
maintained only on the basis of demo- 
cratic principles boldly, clearly and une- 
quivocally set forth. 
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To Be Investigated. 


The senate did well yesterday in adopt- 
ing a resolution providing for the investi- 
gation of the sugar trust scandal. 

A brief resume of the story which has 
stirred up such a sensation will be of in- 
terest to our readers. A few days ago 
Mr. E. J. Edwards, a well-known Wash- 
ington correspondent, had a letter in 
certain New York and Philadelphia pa- 
pers in which Mr. Cleveland and the sen- 
ate were charged with yielding to the 
undue influence of the sugar’ men. Ac- 
cording to this publication, in the sum- 
mer of 1892, after Mr. Cleveland was 
nominated, Mr. Benedict, Mr. Hayvemeyer 
and one or two others bad a conversa- 
tion with him on Mr. Benedict’s yacht, 
in which the sugar interests were dis- 
cussed and the Hawalian situation ana- 
lyzed, so far as it affected the sugar ques- 
tion. Subsequent ‘meetings were held, 
and after his election Mr. Cleveland de- 
cided to restore the Hawaiian queen, 
and what followed was instigated by the 
Sugar people and accepted by the presi- 
dent. The relations of the trust to the 
national campaign are shown in the fact 
that while it subscribed to both parties, 
as usual it gave the republican national 
committee only $40,000, while it gave the 
democratic committee $500,000. 

The managers of the trust paid no at- 
tention to the Wilson bill while it was 
in the house. One of the managers said: 
“We don’t care what the house does. We 
own the senate, and we control the peo- 
ple at the other end of the avenue. No 
bill will become a law which will 
threaten our business.” 

Mr. Havemeyer, however, was dissat- 
isfied with the action of the house, and 
the sugar men opened an aggressive cam- 
paign, not at the capital, but at the 
white house. Secretary Lamont was 
Seen early and reminded that the pledges 
of the administration should be carried 
out, as there might not have been a dem- 
ocratic administration if it had not been 
for the liberal subscription of the trust. 
Secretary Carlisle, representing Mr. 
Cleveland, secretly visited the members 
of the senate finance committee and 
urged them to make the tariff bill satis- 
factory to the sugar trust, and reminded 
them of the heavy contributions made 
by it to the democratic national commit- 
tee. The Philadelphia North American 
says: 

Upon one occasion there were gathered 
in a room in Washington hotel Mr. Have- 
meyer, Senator Brice, Senator Smith, of 
New Jersey; “Brice’s Terrell’ and_one oth- 
er man, whose name it may be worth while 
to withhold for the present. At that inter- 
view Mr. Havemeyer displayed a great deal 
in indignation. He rebuked Senator Brice 
for failing to secure such influence in the 
senate as the sugar people expected him to 
secure. He turned to Senator Smith and 
asked him bluntly, almost brusquely, what 
he was going to do to maintain the pledges 
of the party leaders to the sugar men and 
to secure a satisfactory schedule. Senator 
Smith replied that he did not see what he 
could do then, but he said there was always 
this consolation, that if they could not ge- 
cure the schedule they wanted, they could 
surely defeat the bill, leaving the present 
law operative. 

Mr. Havemeyer did not seem to feel so 
Sure about that. At all events, he was per- 
sistent in pleading for a complete abandon- 
ment of the subcommittee’s policy respect- 
ing sugar, and an open avowal of favor to- 
wards protection for this American indus- 


try. In the course of that conversation it 
was said that if such a schedule as would 


be satisfactory was adopted or even re- 


| ported, the price of sugar on the market 


would advance thirty points in thirty days, 
To men with the speculative instinct as 
keenly developed as it is in Senator Brice 
aud Senator Smith, it is easy to see what 
such a statement as that meant for them. 
On the very day that Mr. Voorhees, the 
chairman of the finance committee, denied 
in the senate that any amendments were 
proposed to the senate’s bill as originally 
reported by the finance committee, the list 
of some four hundred amendments as pre- 
pared by Senator Jones was in the hands 
of a member of the brokerage firm of 
Moore & Schley, Senator Brice’s brokers. 

These allegations were promptly de- 
nied by ex-Secretary Whitney, and the 
later statements that Senators Hunton 
and Kyle were offered large bribes by 
an agent of the sugar trust have been 
denied by ex-Congressman. Batts, who 
was the alleged agent. 

This is a brief outline of the story up 
to date. We are not disposed to credit 
the charges, but if any of the senators 
have been suspiciously intimate -with 
the sugar trust it is well to investigate 
their conduct. It is to be hoped that the 
investigation will be thorough, 
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A Curious Dulasion. 
The following is taken from the local 
columns of the evening cuckoo of yes- 
terday: 


John Sibley, of Cobb, the young man 


who fought General Gordon’s election to 
the senate so bitterly, introduced a reso- 
lution endorsing The Atlanta Constitution 
for its kindly reports of the convention’s 
proceedings. It was unanimously adopted. 

This was immediately followed by a reso- 
lution denouncing The Journal, which was 
also adopted unanimously. 

Not content with this parade of its 


character as a public journal, whose duty 
it is to print the news as it happens, the 
editorial columns of the same issue take 
up the subject, and express supreme sat- 
isfaction at the fact that its news re- 
ports should have been condemned for 
inaccuracy and injustice. 

It is singular to note how a _ paper, 
when it has once become accustomed to 
its livery of servitude, will parade it be- 
fore the public as something of which to 
be proud. lJHlaving onee sacrificed its 
convictions and contented to humbly fol- 
low in the lead of others, its whole pol- 
icy becomes warped, its sense of fairness 
blurred and its ideas of justice so vague 
that it considers it a compliment to have 
its news reports condemned as discour- 
teous and unfair. 

The first great duty of a great newspa- 
per is to publish the news, not to suit the 
taste or prejudices of one faction or an- 
other, but just as it happens, and to leave 
opinions and conclusions to be drawn by 
an intelligent public. There was a day 
in journalism when there was no distine- 
tion between the editorial column and 
the news column, and men were preju- 
diced on one side or the other, according 
is a newspaper chose to color its reports. 
That day is past and that policy has long 
since been abandoned by all papers 
which lay any claim to a place in the 
front rank of journalism. There are 1 
few papers, however, who still cling to 
the antediluvian policy and who strive to 
create false impressions by coloring and 
doctcring their reports of public events. 
It is their duty to print the news, but it 
is their policy to so print it as to arouse 
blind prejudice rather than leave the 
facts to the fair judgment of the public. 

The Constitution, in its local reports 
of the third party convention, which has 
just adjourned, printed the news as it 
happened. Personally, it is our opinion 
that these men are making a grave mis- 
take in remaining outside the democratic 
fold and that this is leading them 
farther and farther from the realization 
of those reforms which they are seeking 
to carry out. Ir its editorial columns 
The Constitution has time and again at- 
tempted to show them their errors. We 
have done so in a firm, but kindly way, 
for it is worse than folly to try to accom- 
plish their return to the democratic fold 
by an arbitrary and bulldozing policy, 
such as has already driven thousands of 
true-hearted men out of the party. It is 
an insult to Georgia manhood to suppose 
that a large part of the sturdy yeomanry, 
of the state can be driven about like cat- 
tle by an abusive and bulldozing policy. 
These men represent a large part of the 
state. They came to Atlanta to promul- 
gate their views on public questions. We 
have already said that, in our opinion, 
these views are extreme and impractica- 
ble. But they are entitled to have their 
deliberations set before the public accu- 
rately and truthfully, and in that same 
spirit of honesty in which they were con- 
ceived. The reports which appeared in 
The Constitution were of such a charac- 
ter, and it is not at all surprising to us 
that the third party convention should 
recognize in those reports legitimate jour- 
nalism, and pass a resolution, as they 
did, thanking The Constitution, not for 
in any way endorsing their ideas, but in 
presenting their deliberations just as 
they transpired to the people. 

It is quite probable that our evening 
contemporary will continue to pride itself 
on its reputation for coloring and “doc- 
toring” its news reports, and on its rec- 
ord for abusing and bully-ragging a large 
body of native Georgians, who, however 
wrong their political tenets may be, were 
entitled to a fair report when they met 
in public convention to exercise their 
right of free speech as American citizens 
and to promulgate their opinions on pub- 
lic affairs. 

The place to fight false political doe- 
trines is at the hustings and at the polls. 
The method should be one of reason, and 
not of bulldozing and abuse.

The Wilmington Messenger hopes that 
only genuine democrats will be sent to 
the next national convention of the party, 
and that they will formulate their plat- 
form in plain, direct and accurate Eng- 
lish.

It is really confusing and even disgusting 
to’ read constantly in democratic newspa- 
pers ingenious, plausible editorials in which 
it is essayed to show that the law of 1892 
does not mean this and «that—does not 
mean free coinage of silver, does not mean 
a tariff for revenue only and so on. The 
people are grossly deceived if the platform 
does not mean these things. They so un- 
derstood it; the speakers in 1892 so under- 
stood it; the editors so understood it. Let 
some masters of English who know well 
how to make language the accurate vehi- 
cle of thought be called upon to write a 
set of resolutions that shall become the law 
of the party. Let is be so lucidly, so sim- 
ply, so directly drawn that a wayfaring 
man, though a fool, shdll not err therein. 
There is no occasion for Machiavelian 
morality, Tallyrandian theory of words or 
astute verbal jugglery in drawing an hon- 
est set of principles for honest men, plain 
of knowledge and positive in conviction.

EDITORIAL COMMENT, 


The heavy export movement of gold coin 
to Europe, aside from weakening the gold 
reserve in the United States treagury, is 
reducing to the extent of the export the 
circulating medium of this country. It is 
estimated in official circles here that more 
than $12,000,000 in gold has gone out of the 
United States since May ist, of which up- 
wards of $10,000,000 was taken out of the 
treasury. Thus to the extent of $12,600,000 
the circulation has been reduced, as to 
secure the gold legal tender notes must be 
withdrawn from circulation and paid into 
the treasury for gold. This contraction of 
the currency makes money scarcer, and, 
therefore, more valuable. Since the repeal of 
the She#man law there are but three ways 
of increasing the circulation of money in 
the United States, namely, by importing 
specie, by issuing national bank notes and 
by coining the domestic gold production.

macadamized roads. The plan is to extend 
the electric railway tracks from cities and 
towns into the surrounding country, and to 
construct the roads in such a way that 
they can be used for wagons and earriages 
drawn by horses as well as by care. of 
course there will be a great saving in horse 
power wherever such roads are used, since 
far heavier loads can be drawn on steel 
tracks with the same force. In two counties 
of Ohio trial will be made of this system 
the present year. It need hardly be said 
that the result will be awaited with much 
interest not only in Ohio, but in other 
states. The question of road improvement

§ o'clock. Chairman Watson called the con- 
vention to order and Captain Crarley Mc- 
Gregor made a speech setting forth the 
plans that have been entered upon looking 
to the establishment of a daily paper for 
the party in this state. He said that Mr. 
Watson wanted to make a daily out of his 
weekly paper which is printed in this city, 
but that he had no money to Juank down 
for such an undertaking. 

A motion was made that the toll of coun- 
ties be called in order that the delegates 
might make it known what could be expect- 
ed from their respective counties in the 
shape of subscriptions to the fund necessa- 
ry for the establishment of the daily. ‘This 
was done and then with promptness 
rearly all of the counties respunded with 
the promise that they would be held re- 
sponsibie for a hundred dollars, while some 
of them went even higher than this amcunt.

They Get Down te Business. 

While the subscriptions for the daily pa- 
per were being taken up the committee on 
platform announced ready to report and 
the chairmin celled for silence that the 
members might hear the report as it was 
read, 

Mr. C. H. Ellington, chairman of the 
commistee, teok the stand and read the 
piatform in a loud, clear voice, slow’y, that 
every word of it might be heard by the 
members. There were fr2quent outbursts 
of fapturous applause during the cowrse ou: 
the reading of the report and several times 
the chairman cf the committee was forced 
tu cease reading until the demonstrations 
were hushed by the-persistent peals of the 
gavel, which Chairman Watson hammered 
to a frazzle upon the hard marble stand 
before him. 

It was clear that there was not a single 
piank in the whole platform bu: was fuily 
endorsed by the delegates—every one it 
Vas equally apparcnt that there was not a 
Single plank left out that any delegate 
wanted in it, for the convention was a unit 
when the motion was made to adopt the 
platforin in full by a rising vote. The adop- 
tion of the document as the creed of the 
party was attended by a renewal of the 
applause. 

The Vext of the Platform. 

Tie platform as reported was as follows: 

“We, the people’s party of the state of 
Georgia, believe in the principles of gov- 
erninent promulgated and expounded by 
Thomas Jefferson, and we believe our reso- 
lute adherence to the principles laid down 
by the great southern statesmen who at the 
beginning of our political history, com- 
battea the schemes of the eastern money 
power (as outlined by Alexander Hamilton) 
and who predicted the ruin which would 
fall upon this country, when concentrated 
wealih should dictate its legislation. 

“We believe, as Jefferson did, that all 
men are created equal, with a natural right 
to life, ifberty and the pursuit of happiness, 
and that every government which ignores 
this truth is fundamentally wrong and op- 
pressive, We believe, as he did, in equal 
and exact justice to all men, in the subor- 
Jination’ of the military to the civil author- 
ities; in the diffusion of knowledge; in the 
honest payment of all debts and the sacred 
preservation of the public faith; in the free- 
dom of religion, freedom of speech, freedom 
of the press and the freedom of person: in 
the arraignment of all abuses at the bar of 
public opinion; in the encouragement of ag- 
riculture and of commerce, its hand maiden: 
in the preservation of the reserved rights 
Of the states as the surest bulwark against 
anti-republican tendency. We oppose, as he 
did, the creation of a costly standing army 
and navy and an extravagant and useless 
diplomatic service. 

“We oppose, as he did, the perpetuation 
of the public debt and the policy of issuing 
non-taxable interest-bearing bonds, whereby 
a large portion of the concentrated wealth 
of the land reaps a harvest from the 
taxes of the unprivileged. 

“We oppose as he did the national banks 
as being of deadly hostility to the spirit 
of our republican institutions. We are 
amazed that the business men of the coun- 
try are so willing to bear the yoke of a 
System which gives government money to 
4.00 national banks at $1 on the hundred, 
While the -millions of merchants, manu- 
facturers, farmers and producers generally 
must pay those bankers from $8 to $20 on 
the hundred. We oppose, as Jefferson 4id, 
the extravagant expenditure of the public 
money and we-declare thut at no time 
in our histery have the poor been so 
heavily taxed or their taxes more shame- 
fully wasted. 

“We believe, as he did, in the free and un- 
limited cojnage of silver and the issue 
of treasury notes to increase the volume of 
currency when the necessities of business 
demands more money. Like him, we be- 
lieve in a progressive income tax to dis- 
courage. the extensive concentration of 
wealth and.to compel our selfish million- 
aires to contribute to the support of the 


gress concerning every question which has 
been before that body for consideration and 
disposition,they have passed such laws on 
the one hand and failed to pass such laws on 
the other hand as have accomplished the 
crowning outrage of the century in- the 
final completion of the crime of 1873, where- 
by silver has fallen from its high estate 
as amoney metalandis now hawked about 
the markets of the world as a mere com- 
modity. 

“Resolved, That We arraign the present 
administration for increasing the public 
debt by the issuing of $50,000,000 gold bonds 
in a time of profound peace without author- 
ity of law and for refusing to use the mil- 
lions of silver stored in the vaults of the 
treasury to meet the pressing needs of 
the government. 

“Resolved, That we condemn the policy 
of the present administration for con- 
tinuing the policy of the Harrison adminis- 
tration in redeeming the coin certificates in 
gold and in violation of the express terms 
of the law which provides for the coinage 
of a sufficient amount of the silver pur- 
chased under the Sherman law for their 
redemption. 

‘Resolved, That we favor law and order 
and condemn the evil practice now un- 
fortunately too common of lawless persons 
taking the law in their own hands, famil- 
iarly known as white capping. 

“Resolved, That we favor the election of 
all officers, national and state, by a direct 
vote of the people and that they be paid 
salaries and that the fee system be abol- 
ished. 

Judze Hines Nominated Governor. 

The resolutions and platform had scarcely 
been nailed to the wall by the convention 
amid thundering applause before Tom Wat- 
son had climbed upon the back of a desk 
and was calling for silence that he might be 
heard. 

“The next business in order,’” said he, “‘is 
the nomination of a governor. The most 
important thing a political convention has 
to do is to set forth its principles, and now 
that we have done that the next most im- 
portant thing to be done is to select men to 
represent those principles. I hail this mag- 
nificent platform today as the harbinger of 
brighter times for the oppressed people of 
old Georgia. I hail the spirit of harmony 
and good will that hovers over this conven- 
tion hall with confidence that this people 
will yet see the day when they will pluck 
victory from the very shadows of adversity. 
(Great applause.) 

“My comrades, I know thaf many of you 
eame here to this convention pledged to 
give me your vote in the nomination of a 
governor. But I want to reason with yoy. 
I want to say that I have studied this ques- 
tion as I have never before studied any 
question. I have studied it day and night, 
and I know what I say when I declare that 
I must not be nominated for the head of 
your state ticket. We must recognize facts, 
not fancies. That memorable storm of 
prejudice and hate that swept over this 
state two years ago, that cyclone of slan- 
der that was hurled at me by the enemies 
of this people has left me under the cloud 
of misrepreseptation that will not be blown 
away for several years to come. I know 
full well that I am not the man to be nomi- 
nated for this place because the people of 
dear old Georgia will not for several years 
realize how hard I have struggled, how 
earnestly i have strived, how. sincerely 
I have battled for their individual rights 
all the while they slandered and abused 
me. (Loud shouts of ‘But they will, Tom; 
you bet they will.’) 

“IT now approach a task that gives me 
pleasure and pride,” continued the speaker. 
“T come to you, my comrades in a spirit of 
friendly advice, not in a spirit of dicta- 
tion. I come to you with the name of a man 
who I think is the right .man to be nomi- 
nated by this people for the high trust of 
governor of this grand Empire State of the 
south. 1 give to you in such a spirit the 
name of a man for whose honesty I hereby 
pledge my own honesty, for whose sincerity 
I hereby pledge my own sincerity. A man 
he is with whom this. people’s party of 
Georgia can hold every populist that has 
ever come to us and split the solid dem- 
ocracy of this state from the sandy shores 
of Tybee to the blue mountains tops of the 
borders of Tennessee. (Storms of applause.) 

‘‘A man he is who towers above malice and 
whose head is crowned with a stainless 
name and purest reputation.

The applause that followed this nominat- 
ing speech was intense and could not be 
hushed for several moments.

He Favored Colonel Winn. 

An unknown delegate in the middle of 
the hall, whose name was not familiar to 
the secretaries of the convention, who was 
ascertained to be Mr. D. H. Kent, arose at 
this period of the session and declared that 
he wanted to see the convention adopt the 
policy of putting men on the ticket who 
had served the party some good. He said 
that it was known that Judge Hines had 
done nothing for the party two years ago

The convention went on with the other 
nominations.

L. Nance, of Hall county, for secretary of 
State and the nomination went through 
without the slightest opposition. 

Dr. J. E. H. Ware nominated Mr. C. 
M. Jones, of Bartow, for treasurer and the 
name went through without opposition and 
on a unanimous vote. 

Colonel Frank Staffold nominated W. R. 
Kemp, of Emanuel, for comptroller general. 
The name of Colonel W. L. Peek was 
mentioned, but he arose and withdrew it 
for the sake of harmony and Mr. Kemp 
received the unanimous vote of nomi- 
pation. 

Colonel Carey Thornton nominated Mr.

The south- 
ern spot markets were generally quiet and 
unchanged.

Thus 
far this week 15,738, against 18,944 during the 
same time last week. New.Orleans receipts 
tomorrow were estimated at 1,300,, against 
291 last week and 1,024 last year. Everything 
seemed to conspire to put down cotton to- 
day. Weather favorable, trade continues 
dull, absence of speculative life, no sus- 
taining news from England, where the mar- 
kets were closed; silver was declining, and 
the sharp break in wheat had a bad effect 
oh cotton through the usual sympathy of 
one great product with another. The crop 
movement is light and the American supply 
is by no means large, but the bearish con- 
ditions carried the day. There is a spe- 
cially heavy liquidation fon so narrow a 
market in August. he 

Riordan & Co’s. Cotton Circular. 

NEW YORK, May 17.—(Special.) —With- 
out the support of Liverpool the decline in 
cotton made further progress today. ‘The 
market opened 2 or 3 points points lower, 
August selling on the call ot 7.03. Prices 
held up fairly well during most cf the day, 
August at one time rallying to 7.05. ut in 
the last hour the feeling seemed to spread 
that lower prices were almost inevitable 
and commission houses began to sell very 
freely. There was no buying power in the 
market to absorb the offerings and the 
n.arket broke to the lowest prices of the 
long Gecline. The close was easy at the 
lowest of the day, 6.97 being bid for August. 
The crop accounts today were very favor- 
able and the flat condition of trade, togetn- 
er with the absolute indifference of con- 
gress to the suffering of the people, gives 
everybody a hopeless feeling. Perhaps the 
phenomenal Suetine in wheat, which, touch- 
ed the lowest figures today, may have con- 
tributed to the weakness, but the decline 
of August below 7 cents was due to sudden 
liquidation and rather surprised even the 
bears. 


Hubbard, Price & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 

NEW YORK, May 17.—Summay of Hub- 
bard, Price & Co.’s cotton letter: Liverpool 
remains closea and our market has been left 
entirely to the local influences and has de- 
clined from the lack of buying power. This 
weakness is due to the absence of support 
from speculative sources, and largely from 
the symptoms felt from the decline in the 
wheat market. Negotiations are in progress 
for the sale of some lines of spot cotton to 
the continent, but the pressure of the de- 
pressed condition of affairs in this country is 
so great that it has caused a decline in 
cotton when the position statistically is as- 
suming a stronger phase. Liquidation of 
cotton held for long account caused a leak 
in the afternoon, which carried prices to 
the lowest point touched on this crop, and 
the market closed without any evidence of a 
rally. The liquidation is due to the fact 
that those who have held cotton for a long 
time have become discouraged at the failure 
of the senate to act, which prevents manu- 
facturers from buying cotton, and has left 
the market without any support except 
from exporters who are unable to buy with 
the foreign markets closed.

Some time since 
Williams was placed in the Florida peni- 
tentiary for rape. He escaped and soon 


after the two ladies were killed in Hamil- | 


ton county, Florida. and it was said that 
Williams was connected with the brutal 
murder, the published particulars of which 
are still fresh in the public mind. Williams 
got away. The Florida officials sent out a 
description of the negro and a copy of it 
reached the office of Sheriff Westcott, of 
Bibb county. About three weeks ago Depu- 
ty Sheriff Stephan arrested Williams near 
Stevens pottery in Macon. He was placed 
in jail and Deputies Sheriff Leo Herrington 
and Phil Stephan commenced corresponding 
with authorities in Florida to obtain ev- 
idence to establish the identity of the 
megro. Last Friday an officer came from 
Florida and on seeing Williams at the 
jail instantly identified him. The officer 
returned to Florida with Williams and a 
night or two since one hundred armed men 
went to the convict camp where Williams 
Was confined, took him from the guards 
and lynched him in a neighboring grove 
and riddled his body with bullets. The pop- 
ulace felt outraged at Williams’s crimes, 
and as soon as it had been learned that 
Williams had been captured and returned to 
Florida they. banded together and lynched 
him.

MAY-DAY CUSTOMS. 


How the Merry Occasion Was Cele- 
brated in Old England. 
From Harper’s Weekly. 

Early on Mey Day morning it was the 
custom in Lincolnshire, up to the middle 
of the present century, for the swains to 
place branches of various trees at the doors 
of the marriageable young women ot the 
village. The twigs all meant something, 
and were supposed to be emblematieceal of 
the character of the recipients, or of the 
feclings of the dcnors, sometimes compli- 
mentary, sometimes quite the reverse. Wick- 
en, the local name for. the mountain ash, 
meant ‘‘sweet chicken,” for instance; oak, 
a ‘“‘joke,’’ and plain ash signified ‘‘trash.”’ 
This last, probably, was usually anony- 
mous. 

In Huntingdonshire, about the same pe- 
riod, a doll ornamented with bits of gay- 
colored ribbons and silks, was suspended 
from a rope stretched across the street on 
the ist of May. She was supposed to rep- 
resent Flora. She had attendants and gar- 
lands, and the attendants carried the gar- 
lands to the queen of the May herself. The 
queen was chosen in the morning by her 
peers at the village school, and by the 
same cabal she was dethroned at night. It 
is explained by Cuthbert Bede that ‘a par- 
asol was her scepter, and her crown a 
wreath of flowers. These she always bore 
with grace and dignity, arrayed in a white 
gown and a white veil, and a bag that dis- 
played a white pocket handkerchief.”’ Pre- 
ceded by her maids of honor with the gar- 
lands, and followed by her other attend- 
ants of both sexes, her majesty made a 
right regal tour from door to door, depos- 
iting in her bag, and by the side of her 
handkerchief, all the substantial gifts made 
by her loyal subjects, these tithes, usually 
edible, being consumed at the coronation 
banquet. After the svvereign and her 
court had partaken freely of the votive 
offerings, they played “I spy,’ ‘““‘Thread-the- 
needle,’’ and “‘Blindman’s Buff; and they 
were usually all ill the next day. 

The young people of Cornwall used to 
hail May Day as *‘Dipping Day.’’ They were 
wont to gather the flowering branches of 
the white thorn or the narrow-leaved elm 
(called May boughs), which had just put 
forth their leaves, and which they distrip- 
uted among their friends. In the afternoon 
all the boys of the village, armed with 
buckets, cans, dippers, or ‘‘squirts,’’ sallied 
out and availed themselves of a license 
which the season couferred to “dip” o 
douse all persons, of whatever rank or age, 
who were not fortunate enough to be pro- 
tected by the display of the sprigs of the 
elm or hawthorn which were passed about 
in the morning._ +

THE DIOCESAN CONVENTION. 


Stote of the Church in Georgia Dis- 
cursed—Good Missionary Ground, 
Griffin, Ga., May 17.—(Special.)—Much im- 
portant business was: transacted by the 
convention yesterday afternoon, such as 
receiving reports and the appointment of 
committees. But the main feature of the 
session was the annual address of the bish- 
op, in which the work of the church and 
its general standing and condition for the 
year past were put before the convention. 
The address showed the church to be in 
g00d condition, and that the diocese is 
growing. It showed that there were many 
necesary things to be attended to at once 
by this convention in order to have the 
work of the church made thorough ané 
effective. Among the important items re- 
ferred to by the bishop were the subject 
of missions, the diocesan school, the dio- 
cesan magazine and the diocesan library. 
He showed the great nec@ssity of prompt 
attention to missions that the influence of 
the church may become widespread. In 
this connection he showed that over 90 
per cent of the state of Georgia is mission- 
ary territory, as far as the Episcopal 
church is concerned, and that a great re- 
sponsibility rests upon the Episcopalians of 
the state to extend the peculiar benefits of 
the church and to look after her neglected 

children. 

In his allusion to the diocesan magazine 
and library, the bishop called especial at- 
tention to the usefulness of the tormer as 
a means of communication between the 
bishop and the peopie, and the necessity of 
estabiishing the latter so that the historical 
archives and records of the church might 
be preserved in a place wnere easy reter- 
ence could be made to them. 

“The greatest triumph of the year,” said 
the bishop, “is the prosperous condition of 
the late unfortunate Parish of St. Philip's, 
Atlanta, where everything seems now to 
be working harmoniusly.’’ 

A resolution was introduced by Mr. De- 
Saussure, of Atlanta, providing for the ap- 
pointment of a private secretary to tne 
bishop, to relieve: him of the immense 
amount of clerical work he has to do. 

Much discussion followed the introduction 
of a resolution to authorize the standing 
committee of the diocese to endorse papers, 
through the bishops, for the purpose of 
paying missionaries. It was finally moved 
to refer the resolution to the finance com- 
ee and this motion was laid on the 
tabDie, 

The hour of adjournment having arrived, 
announcement was made that the Rt. Rev. 
Cc. C. Penick, formerly bishop of Cape Pal- 
mas, would deliver an address at 8 o’clock 
p. m. on the relation of the cburch to the 
negro. 

Morning Sessivun. 


After morning prayer today the conven- 
tion was calied to order by the bishop. The 
minutes of yesterday’s sessions were read 
and adopted. 

The report of the treasurer of the Apple- 
ton Church home and the University of the 
South, and other important reports, were 
received. 

The regular business for the day was the 
consideration of missionary work in the 
diocese, but upon motion of Mr. Z. D. Har- 
rison, of Atlanta, this was suspended, so 
that the report of the committee on the de- 
velopment of the cathedral might be con- 
sidered. Mr. Harrison read the proposed 
canon on the subject, and moved that it be 
adopted. This was objected to A Judge 
Kibbee, of Macon, who wanted action post- 
poned until the matter was more fully un- 
derstood. This precipitated much heated 
discussion and upon motion of Hev. . ‘ 
Judd, of Macon, the matter was laid aside 
to be discussed tonight at a special session, 
the report and canon to be printed in the 
meantime and distributed among the dele- 
gates for their perusal, 

The rules were further suspended to re- 
ceive the report of the treasurer of the 
Clergyman’s Life Insurance Association of 
the diocese. The report was referred to the 
committee on finance. 

Under the regular order the report of the 
committee on missions was read and re- 
ceived. Rev. Albard Barnwell made a vig- 
orous talk on this subject, showing the 
great necessity of aggressive work here,
